“Sometimes I think that the monoto­ 
ny of life wears on us far more than 
the duties we have to discharge,” sigh­ 
ed u rob ust citizen the other evening 


A well known customer of a oank 
stepped to the desk and wrote a check, 
talking meanwhile with the teller, with 
whom he was on intimate terms. When 
he had finished he threw over the 
check, and the teller counted him out 
|2,300. When the chock passed to the 
b ookkeeper he discovered it was uot 
signed. 
That was a remediab le mistake, b ut 
the one that happened at the Girard 
hank in Philadelphia did not have so 
trifling an ending. 
A customer asked 
the teller to b alance ids b ook. It was 
found that he b ad a credit for $3,500. 
“I will draw that. Give me sight ex­ 
change on Loudon,” he said. 
When the b ank b alanced its b ooks it 
was $81.500 short, the sum for which 
the clerk had written the exchange and 
which the cashier himself had signed. 
Meantime the b uyer of the exchange 
had gone on a fishing trip and had for­ 
warded the b ill of exchange to his cor­ 
respondents in London, b ut until the 
b ank could locate their customer they 
could not ascertain the whereab outs of 
the missing d ra ft 
All that could b e 
doDi was to notify their correspondents 
in London not to pay its face. The ex­ 
change was presented in London 
to v 
the full amount ami protested. When 
its purchaser showed up he was ab le to 
make u fresh start in the transaction 
that straightened it out, b ut the b ank 
sacrificed the services of a clerk who 
m 
previously b een a valued em­ 
ployee. 
Mistakes of this kind are not fre­ 
quent 4u financial institutions, b ut yne 
took place in the defunct Glob e Na­ 
tional b ank in Chicago that never did 
get straightened out. A customer drew 
a check for $1.000, and a confidential 
clerk was sent for the money. It was 
an overdraft of some $400, and the 
paying teller demurred at paying it. 
The clerk appealed to the cashier, who 
consented to pay the full amount and 
put his initials on the check. 
There 
was a line of people at the teller’s win­ 
dow when the clerk returned. 
lie 
waited until the teller was relieved, 
then wrote the check for $10,000 in­ 
stead of $1,000. 
The cashier’s initials 
were a guarantee, and the check was 
paid without question. The clerk had 
b een a trusted employee lu a b rokerage 
house, b ut the sudden chance to get a 
large sum of money was too great a 
temptation. The b ank stood the» loss. 
The ease with which a mistake can 
b e made is illustrated b y a fraud iu 
Jest that was played upon William M. 
Singerly of Philadelphia. 
He was, 
among other tilings, president of the 
Chestnut Street National b ank, and 
among b is particular friemls were 
Frank Moran, the old negro minstrel, 
and Itiehard Leuuou, a politician and 
merchant^ aTl of them memb ers of the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of 
Elks and full of practical jokes. 
A 
man up in Erie had issued a facsimile 
of a certified check as an advertise­ 
ment. 
It was for $500, drawn upon 
the “Bank of Good Will” and indorsed 
b y the cashier of the “National Bank 
of Good Fortune.” 
It was stamped 
and looked like b ona fide commercial 
paper. One of them reached the hands 
of Moran and Leunou, who strayed 
into the president’s office just b efore 
b anking hours were over and asked 
him to cash it. 
Mr. Singerly, with a 
glance at the amount, appended his in­ 
itials and, calling a clerk, directed him 
to b ring him five $100 b ills for the 
check. The clerk took it to the teller, 
who counted out the money and re­ 
turned it to Singerly, who passed it to 
Lennon. 
Moran invited the president 
to meet him at a road house on Wis- 
sahiekon drive in two hours and went 
away. 
Next morning in making up 
checks for the clearing house the 
“phony” one was detected and referred 
to Mr. Singerly, who simply said: “I 
thought Frank was spending a lot of 
money last night. 
He gave us 


very surly to the visitors. A dispatch 
from Morgan b rought a satisfactory 
acceptance, and the manager of the 
Plymouth b ank counted forth the mon­ 
ey in Bank of England notes, one of 
which Mr. Whltehouse took up and 
read aloud, “At sight the Bank of Eng­ 
land will pay to b earer.” 
“This is a note of hand,” he said. “It 
Is not accepted. I will take gold. I 
don’t know anything ab out this paper. 
It is uot a legal tender.” 
The b ank manager had nothing to do 
b ut to get together 5,(MX) gold sover­ 
eigns, which he did with b ad grace, and 
Whitehouse and the consul left con­ 
gratulating themselves that they were 
even with the Plymouth b ranch of the 
Bank of England. 
A few days after 
that the paymaster received a letter 
from J. S. Morgan & Co. asking author­ 
ity to supply the date to his drafts , 
made at Plymouth, which had carried j 
the month ou which drawn, b ut not I 
the day. 
After ail the haggling over 
them they had gone through undated. 
The failure to date exchange resulted 
in the discovery of the greatest scheme 
of forgery ever successfully carried 
out and in the arrest of McDonald, the 
Bidwell b rothers and Ogle, the Bank t 
of England forgers. The forger* hail a 
running account at tho west eud b ranch 
of the Bank of England, in London, 
and presented their accepted exchange 
at six months, drawn on Rothschilds 
In the city. The first b ills were good, 
the second ones fraudulent. 
Iu clean­ 
ing up this last project they presented 
forged paper for $500,000, b ut careless­ 
ly left out the date of acceptance. The 
messenger of the Bank of England 
b ranch was instructed to drop Into * 
Rothschilds’ and have them supply the J

Two Boy » Whose Peculiar Talent» 
Attracted General Attentlou—-Some 
of the DitHenlt Test» Through Which 
They Passed Successfully . 


George Parker Bidder was boru in 
1800 at Morton Hampstead, in Devon­ 
shire, where his father carried ou a 
small business as a stonemason. At tbe 
early age of four be showed a most ex ­ 
traordinary 
ability 
for 
calculation, 
which with slight assistance from an 
elder brother assumed quite phenom­ 
enal proportions. His peculiar talents 
soon attracted general attention, and 
'his father found it a much more prof­ 
itable employ ment to earry his sou 
about the country and ex hibit him as 
the “calculating phenomenon” than fol- 
In this way y oung 
Bidder visited many parts of England, 
astonishing the different people who 
came to question him by the wonder­ 
ful rapidity with which he was able 
to auswer, without ex ternal aid of any 
description, the most difficult ques­ 
tions. Of these the following are a few 
of the most ex traordinary ex amples: 
If a flea spring two feet and three 
inches in every hop, bow many hops 
must it take to go around the world, 
the circumference being 25,020 miles, 
and how long would it be performing 
tbe journey , allowing it to take six ty 
hops every minute without intermis­ 
sion? 
Answer, 58,713,000 hops and 1 
y ear, 314 day s, 13 hours and 20 min­ 
utes. 
The following question was solved 
by him in forty seconds: Suppose the 
ball at tbe top of St. Paul’s cathedral 
to be six feet in diameter, what did 
the gilding cost at 31 j ponce per square 
inch? Answer. £ 237 10s. Id. 
The following in one minute and 
twenty seconds: Suppose a city to be il­ 
luminated with 9 .09 0 lamps, each lamp 
to consume one pint of oil every four 
hours in succession, how many gal­ 
lons would they consume in forty 
y ears? Answer, 109 .489 ,050 gallons. 
Another curious question was: Sup­ 
pose the earth to consist of 9 17,000,000 
inhabitants and supjwse they dy * in 
thirty y ears and four months, how 
many have returned to dust since the 
time of Adam, computing it to be 5,850 
y ears? Multiply the answer by 9 9 . 
During one of his ex hibition tours, 
fortunately for the lad, his perform­ 
ances attracted the attention of emi­ 
nent scholars, who. after making in­ 
quiries, subsequently undertook 
his 
education. 
He was attached to the 
ordnance survey for a short time and 
afterward was associated with Ste­ 
phenson. tbe great engineer. 
Some y ears after he entered parlia­ 
ment. and numerous stories are ex tant 
of his wonderful skill in detecting u 
flaw In some elaborate sets of calcula­ 
tions. whereby he was often enabled to 
upset an opponent’s e;*se, or at other 
times he would establish his own case 
by argument's based upon mathemat­ 
ical data, possibly only at the moment 
placed before him. 
It is said that on 
one occasion an opposing counsel asked 
that he might not t>e allowed to remain 
in tbe* committee room on the ground 
that “nature had endowed him with 
qualities that did not place his oppo­ 
nents on a fuir footing.” 
After taking a leading part in many 
Important engineering works he died at 
Dartmouth Sept. 20, 1878. 
Another of these ex traordinary chil­ 
dren. l>etweeu whom and Bidder hon­ 
ors were almost equally divided, was 
Zereh Colburn, born at Cabot Vt., Sept. 
1. 1804. Signs of his wonderful power 
appeared at a very tender age. 
The 
discovery was accidentally made by 
his father, who was much surprised 
one day to hear him repenting the prod­ 
uct of several numbers, although at the 
time he had received no other instruc­ 
tion than such as could be obtained at 
a small country school whose curricu­ 
lum did not include writing or cipher­ 
ing. 
He thereupon proposed a variety 
of arithmetical questions to his son, all 
of which the child answered with re­ 
markable facility and correctness. At 
the age of eight the boy was able to 
solve most difficult questions by the 
mere operation of his mind. 
Many 
persons of the first eminence for their 
knowledge in mathematics made a 
point of seeing and conversing with 
him. and they proposed to him a great 
variety of questions to test his mar- 
velons powers. Among them were the 
following; 
Give the square root of 9 9 9 ,9 9 9 . Aft­ 
er hesitating a little he repli« M 9 9 9 ,9 9 9 ,- 
000,001 and observed that he produced 
this result by multiply ing the square of 
37.087 by the square of 27. 
He was 
then asked to multiply the answer 
twice by 49 and once by 25. a task 
which he accomplished successfully , 
though the answer consists of seven­ 
teen figures. 
Name the cube root of 413,9 9 3,348.- 
077. 
To this he gave the correct an­ 
swer in five seconds. How many times 
would a coach wheel twelve feet in 
circumference turn around in 250 miles, 
aud how many minutes in forty -eight 
y ears? To the first he replied In two 
seconds 112,040, ami t» the second, be­ 
fore the question eouid be written 
down, 25.228,S00. 
What are the fac­ 
tors of 247.483? To this he replied 9 41 
aud 208. which are the only factors.-— 
London Globe.

“P E L E ’S HAIR.” 


A Product of the (¿ lunatic Hawaiian 
Volcano Mnunn Loa. 
Mauna Lon, the gigantic Hawaiian 
volcano, has two craters or openings, 
one of which, Kilauea, is the largest 
active volcanic crater in the world. 
The mountain Is 14,100 feet high and 
Ivilauea is situated on the eastern side 
about 4,000 feet above the level of the 
sea. This marvelous crater is really a 
vast lake of boiling lava which rises 
and falls continually by the action of 
subterranean fires. 
In tossing to and 
fro like a troubled sea of moften 
metal the lava Is dashed against the 
cliffs and hardens there lu the form of 
loug glassy filaments, gigantic knobs, 
miniature trees and in imitation of 
grass, leaves, etc. 
Another form of glassy filament to be 
found along the shores of this fiery lake 
Is In the shape of queer bunches and 
tufts of lava made up of an aggre­ 
gation of vitreous threads whtch the 
natives call “Pele’s hair,” Pele being 
the goddess to whom the mountain 
is dedicated. 
These glassy threads 
appear to be caused by the passage 
of steam through the raolteu lava. 
In so doing small particles in the 
shape 
of 
bubble-like 
balloons 
are 
thrown into the air, leaving a tail be­ 
hind like a comet. When the scene of 
these miniature steam eruptions is near 
a rock or shore all solid and cool sur­ 
faces are found covered with bunches 
of “Pele’s hair.” This “hair” was for­ 
merly used in my stic native ceremo­ 
nies.

An iro n bo at was built in 1T7T o n 
the riv er Fo sse, in Yo rkshire. 
It w as 
fifteen feet lo ng and w as m ade o f sheet 
iro n. In 1815 Tho mas Jev o ns launched 
a sm all iro n bo at o n tbe Mersey. 
It 
w as built by Jo shua Ho rto n near Bir­ 
mingham and fitted up at Liv erpo o l 
and w as the first iro n bo at that flo at­ 
ed o n salt w ater. The first iro n steam 
v essel w as built by the Ho rsley co m­ 
pany fo r the riv er Seine and called 
Aaro n Manby, after its pro jecto r. He 
to o k o ut a patent in F rance fo r iro n 
steam ships in 1820 and fo rm ed a so ci­ 
ety fo r the co nstructio n o f such v es­ 
sels. 
She w as put to gether in Lo ndo n 
and to o k a cargo o f linseed and iro n 
castings to H av re and Paris. 
If, ho w­ 
ev er, a Dutch traditio n is to be credit­ 
ed the first iro n v essel th at ev er flo at­ 
ed w as the fam o us Flying D utchm an 
herself. She w as launched in 1657. and 
her fate w as suppo sed to be a J udg­ 
ment o n the impiety o f tho se who v io ­ 
lated the o rder o f nature by m aking 
Iro n flo at.—Lo ndo n Graphic.

To tell the who le sto ry o f the art o f 
m aking to ys it wo uld first be necessary 
to find so me means o f explo ring the 
ages th a t antedate histo ry. The lo v e o f 
to ys is as Instinctiv e as it is univ ersal. 
No barbaro us land lias yet been fo und 
which w as so unciv ilized th at its chil­ 
dren did no t hav e their playthings— 
shapeless and clumsy, perhaps, but still 
capable o f fulfilling the purpo se fo r 
which they w ere created—and there is 
no reco rd o f any tim e when little o nes 
hav e no t po ssessed so me kind o f pup­ 
pets w ith which they m ight div ert them ­ 
selv es. Archaeo lo gists in delv ing amo ng 
the to m bs o f ancient Greece and Egypt 
m ade tbe surprising disco v ery th a t the 
art o f to ym aking was no t o nly kno wn, 
but had attained a high degree o f de­ 
v elo pment as far back as 5,000 years 
ago . 
In tho se days bo th G recian and 
Egyptian children had their do lls, and 
they w ere Jo inted do lls at that. 
As , 
co m pared w ith the magnificently a ttir­ 
ed French co nceptio ns o f the present 
tim e they were crude inv entio ns, o f 
co urse. 
Their bo dies were m ade o f 
wo o d, o f clay o r o f sto ne, and their lit­ 
tle lim bs were wee laths fastened to 
the bo dy by means o f a wire. 
The 
carv ing o f the bo dies, ho wev er, w as no t 
badly do ne, and many a child since 
th at tim e has been glad to mo ther 
a m o re unsightly do ll. 
By the side o f the do lls o f the chil­ 
dren o f ancient Egypt the archaeo lo ­ 
gists unearthed o ther playthings which 
children still lo v e to po ssess—the do ll's 
furniture, the utensils fo r co o king and, 
w hat is ev en mo re interesting fro m an 
an tiquarian’s po int o f v iew, the articles 
used iu the m aking o f sacrifices, clev er­ 
ly duplicated in m iniature, th a t the chil­ 
dren m ight be able to co nduct their 
do lls thro ugh the ritual o f their reli­ 
gio us exercises, a circum stance th a t sug­ 
gests th a t the wo rd “sacrilege” had no t 
then the sam e m eaning which it has to ­ 
day. 
It is a lo ng step fro m the year 300(3 
B. C. to the fifteenth o r sixteenth cen­ 
tury, but it was within th a t tim e that 
th e a rt o f to ym aking w as l>o th bro ught 
to a high state o f perfectio n and then 
o nce mo re fo rgo tten. 
Like o ther arts, 
it co uld no t surv iv e the negleet and 
v andalism o f that perio d kno w n as the 
“dark ages.” 
Just w hat the children 
used fo r playthings during these lo ng 
centuries o f darkness and igno rance 
o ne can o nly surmise, but it is safe to 
say th a t they fo und things to play 
w ith, no t o nly because the m aking o f 
to ys w as o ne o f the first o bjects to 
which m an dev o ted his attentio ns when 
he plunged Into the renewed activ ities 
o f the renaissance, but also fo r the 
reaso n that, as the psycho lo gists hav e 
recently taught us, playthings are und 
alw ays hav e been quite as necessary a 
co nstituent o f hum an health and de­ 
v elo pm ent as fo o d and medicine.

o ther wo rds, children crav e to ys be­ 
cause it is natural fo r them to w ant 
them . They uetal them, and to depriv e 
them o f these pleasures wo uld be to 
retard their pro gress in their wo rk o f 
beco m ing men and wo men.
